NURSE'S STRANGE STORY. 


’ 


Neighbors stirred to search by the story of 
a Swedish servant girl in the residence of 
Joseph H. Steward, 1849 Hood avenue, found 
Steward’s 2% months old baby last night 
wrapped in a4 gunny sack lying by an alley 
fence. 

The girl, Mabel Anderson, said she had 
left the*baby in a hammock-on the back 
porch about 7:15 o’clock. AWout 8:30, she 
said, she saw the shadow of a man's shou!- 
der on a window curtain and going out a 
few minutes later discovered that the baby 
was gone. 

Mr. Steward and his wife were away, and 
the girl immediately hurried over to a 
neighbor's, Ernest Dittman, 1343 Hood ave- 
nue, and told him of the child's disappear- 
ance. Mr. Dittman hurriedly notified other 
neighbors, and in a short time a half dozen 
families were engaged in a search for the 
missing child. 


Find Child in Gunnysack. 

Two or three minutes after they started 
they discovered the baby lying by a fence 
in the backyard. It still wore a blanket in 
which it had been wrapped. Blanket and 
baby were both wrapped up in a gunny sack, 
which had been left open at the top, giving 
the child plenty of air. 

Across ite head Was a cut which three 
physicians who were called said might prove 
to be a Skull fracture. The police were 
notified of the circumstances and began an 
investigation. The servant gir) was ques- 
tioned closely. 

“ T Was in ah inside room,” she said, “ play- 
ing with Mary—that is Mr. Stewarcis 3 year 
old daughter. & had left the baby out on the 
porch. gbout ten minutes before I had been 
out to look at’ him. Guddenly I noticed a 
shadow on the window curtain—ea man's 
shadow. Ii was afraid to run out for a min- 
ete, and when I did go out the baby wae gone. 

“TI was so scared that I didn’t try to find 
him myself—I just ran over to Mr. Ditt- 
man’s.” 

Mystery to Parents of Child. 

Dr. A. B. Garvey and Dr. C. J. Whalen, 
who: were called by the child’s parents on 
their return, said that the baby appeared to 
have suffered a hdavy fall. probably against 
something sharp. Mr. Steward, who is a 
salesman for the Central Electric company, 
said he had no idea as to who would have 
thought of qommitting the kidnaping. 

“TI know of no erlemies,” he said. “ Never 
in my life has any ong made an attempt to 
biackmall me. It all seems strange.”

STRIKE IN BRITAIN 


} Unions Claim Vietory and Railroads 


SETTLED; NATION 


Men Will Return to Work ‘at 
Once, Pending Adjudica- 
tion of Claims, 


TROOPS SENT. BACK HOME 


Agres to Treat with Their 
Agents. -- 


LLOYD-GEORGE-PEACE FACTOR 


LONDON, Aug. 10-—A- great wave of re- 
lief swept over the ountry tonight when, 
showily after 11 o'clock, the announcement 
was made from the board of trade offices that 
the rallway strike had been settled and that 
the men would reti'rn to work immediately. 

Telegrams were quickly dispatched to all 
important railroad towns {bearing the infor- 
mation and crossed in transit messages to 
London describing strike riots in Lianelly ° 
and emaller towns in the kingdom. 

The cabinet had beer working night and 
day since the strike wae threatened to ar- 
range a compromise be@ween the railway 
managers and their empfoyés. Most of the 
credit for the ultimate suctess of their efforts 
appears to rest upon the shoulders of David 
Lloyd-George, chancellor of the exchequer, 
who, in his statements to parliamen: and in 
an interview with the managers and the 
men. worked for conciliation when al) others 
of the interested parties seemed to have given 


it up. 
Arbitration Board Proposed. 

A joint committee of five members, com- 
posed of two rupreséntatives of the railway 
companies, two of the men and a nonparti- 
san chairman, will be appdo!nted Tuesday to 
investigate the workings of the conciliation 
act of 1907, which the men claim is the root 
of all their grievances. This device overcomes | 
the men's. gbjectiéns to a royal commission, 
which they contend always tas been it prac- 
tice a synonym for delay. 

So far as technical advantage in the com- 
promise goes, it appears: to be in the men’s 
favor, particvlarly as the managers consent 
to meet their representatives. The Official 
statement concerning the agreement says 
the managers consented to this scheme in 
view of certain representations made them 
bythe government, including a promise of 
legislation to permit of an increase in rail- 
way rates. . 


Unions Lay Claim to Victory. 

The men claim victory for unionism on the 
point of recognition of unions, which was 
one @ the most vital principles at stake. 

Messages were sent to 1,800 branches of 
the labor unions tonight saying: ‘* The joint 
committee has settled the strike. It is a 
victory for trades unionism. All men must 
return to work immediately.’ 

As a result of the settlement the soldiers 
who had been scattered at strategical ralil- 
way points about the country will be with- 
drawn as fast as arrangements for trans- 
porting them can be made. 

There is no doubt that today’s affray at 
Lianelly, Wales. in which the troops fired 
og. a mob, killing two men and wounding 
two others, had much influence tn ending 
the strike. The Liberal government had 
almost its existence at stake, vecause of the 
strike, as it depends on the working classes 
for power. The shoating of citizens by 
soldiers occurs less in the United Kingdom 
than in any other country and is particularly 
repugnant to all classes. 


Traffic Difficulties Felt. 

The settlement of the strike brought little 
change over the conditions of Friday. The 
men’s boast that they uld tie up all the 
railroads in the kingdom*and the managers’ 


quate service, both failed of realization. 
The men estimated the numbers of their fel- 
lows on strike .today At 250,000, a gain of 
56,000 over Friday, but the board of trade's 
estimate gave only 160,000, while the railway 
managers held even that to be an exaggera- 
tion. 

Traffic with the south of England was well 
maintained, while in the north and in Wales 
it was greatly crippled. 

The scarcity of food ad not begun to be 
felt in London. 

In this city tonight, except fo~ the soldiers 
in the parks and stations and crowds in a 
few depots waiting for late trains, life moved 
in its normal channels. 


Asquith Worked for Peace. 

Although Premier Asquith did not attend 
tod rence, which effected the settle- 
a ‘of the strike, it is believed that he 
Arought pressure to bear with the railway 
managers in reaching the desired end. 

The settlement of the strike wags reached 
ata conference between David Lioyd-George, 
the chancellor of the exchequer, and the ex- 
ecutives of the men's societies. 

The labor leaders said tonight that ‘the 
men would return to work at once. 

Premier Asquith returned to London this 
afternoon from the country, where he had 
expected to stay over Sunday, and his secre- 
tary made constant trips to the conference at 
the board of trade and the headquarters of 
the railway magnates. 


Official Statement Issued. 

At the conclusion of the conference the fol- 
lowing official statement was iseved: 

“acting on representations made to the 
raflroaa companies by the government they 
today empowered Mr. G. H. Claughton, a 
director of the London Northwestern raii- 
way, and Sir Guy Granet, general manager 
of the Midland railway, to confer on their 
behalf with representatives selected by the | 
joint executives of the trades unions and 
rallway employés with a view to discussing 
with thetfi the suggested terms of settlement 
drafted by the board of trade.

Prior to this he 
had tried to get a knife a farmer, sup- 
posediy intending to cut his throat. From 
letters found in his pockets it was apparent 
he intended to commit guicide and that he 
was despondent and for England 
and his wife and children. -« 

The man stopped at the residence of Henry 
West near the crossing of railroad tracks in 
North Riverside shortly before noon and 
asked for a sharp knife, offering to pay $i 
for it. He was told they had none and he 
went on down the road. 

When he reached the crossing an express 
train was approaching and a beer wagon 
driver not far away saw him le down on, 
the rails.

Letter to His Wife. 
The first letter was as follows: 

Thursday, Aug. 17.—I will not put any 
address or begin with any endearing 
lines, considering the way in whieh I 
came away. Strangers to us will and 
may put their own construction, but you 
can read between the lines. In fairness, 
if there be such nowadays, to myself, you 
may or may not believe that I cannot 
understand the half which is taking 
place. 

We have both been the victims of other 
people and the tools of our friends. Ido 
not give you the name of the town I am at 
present staying in. and should you not 
hear from me for some little time do not 
be surprised. \ oy were we not put out 
of our misery before coming over? And 
now the kiddies; I cannot say anything 
beyond giving them my biessing.

Clinton Hotel, Chicago, 8-17. Dear 
Friend: Am staying at above till the 
end, which is near, for I have been ad- 
vised so often to cut my throat that life 
has become unbearable.

* There was no prize offered for breaking 
the record, although the. executive com- 
mittee will consider giving Beatty a special 
award for his feat. His work during the 
day netted him $675, as he tied C. P. Rodgers 
for the daily duration record, both of them. 
being in the air the entire three and a half 
hours, and his carrying Wagner three laps 
around the trac

He was beaten by two other entrants, Philip 
O. Parmalee and Tom Sopwith. each of 
whom carried two passcngére the required 
three laps» -Parmalee’s machine carried a 
total of 458 pounds, Sopwith’s. 454% pounds, 
and Beatty's 281 pounds.

Thecylinders of his machine 
were missing when he attempted to make 
the first turn. He did not have’momentrm 
enough to sustain him, and his mishap {o!- 
lowed. Turpin finished in 11:04:81. 

Beachey ran a third heat by himselr. His 
time of 9:38:18 qualified him for the finals. 

Turpin was off in the final heat at 4:43. 
Beachey went up a minute later. 
held until Turpin finished a lap and then 
went in pursuit of the Wright machine, He 
was 600 yards behind. Turpin hugged the 
ground. Ely was up 100 feet, on bis first Jap 
he overtook Turpin, as the two passed the 
judges stand he was fifty yards ahead. 

Turpin’s Wright couldn’t keep up the pace 
of the Curtiss machines. Beachey finally 
passed him and Turpin gave up on his fourth 
lap. He landed near the hangars.

The president is preparing bis veto 
message and will transmit it late Monday 
afternoon or Tuesday to the house. No at- 
tempt will be nade to pass the measure 
over the veto. 

At 2.o'’clock the vice president and the 
speaker. .of.the house wil annoynce simulta- 
neously that the extra session is at an end. 


Accepts Senate Amendments. 

The decision of the house leaders to accept 
the #enate amendments to the cotton bill was 
reached following a meeting of the ways and 
means committee. At that meeting con- 
sideration was given to the measure. 

It was found the revision of the chemical 
and fron and steel schedules, the reduction of 
duties on cotton machinery and the blanket 
amendment prescribing that no duty on any 
of the articles named in the bill should ex- 
ceed 30 per cent, were in harmony with Dem- 
ocratic leaders. 

Chairman Underwood is carefully preparing 
a statement in support of the measure. There 
wilfbe three hours’ discussion for and against 
the bil] on the floor of the house and then 
it will be passed, probably by a strict party 
vote, Few, 'f any, of the progressives will 
eupport. it. 

The president is weighing every provision of 
the proposed law with the greatest care. It 
has all the objections of the wool and free 
list bille; which he vetoed, and especia!ly 
of ‘ne latter.

Would Discharge Valuable Men. 


But of the list of thirty-eight, other than 
the eleven reinstated, the department heads 
assert very serious errors have been made. 

The president, with his obstructing minor- 
ity. still insists that the services of L. B. 

aker and George F. Maglott are unneces- 
sary.. Both of these men are employed as 
astistants to Langdon Pearse, who has been 
making an investigation for about two years 
of sewage purification. These men ascer- 
tained how much solids had been drained 
into Bubbly creek by the packers and other 
concerns along its banks. They figured the 
amount each had polluted the stream, esti- 
mated the cost of dredging and @pportioned 
the cost among thirty-four corporations. So 
satisfactory was the job that the district was 
able to make a contract on July 21 last 
sigrec by each one by which they will pay 
$23,750 for the dredging. 

Trustee Sullivan, who is aiding the presi- 
dent in trying to discharge these two men, 
commented 6n this contract in the official 
proceedings of the board ag follows: 

‘In voting for the adoption of this report, 
and the passage of the accompanying order 
I do so cheerfully, because I consider it one 
cf the best things that the district has ac- 
complished for a long time. I hope the board 
will back up the cgmmittee in the future in 
the work which Is still before it in the matter 
cf dealing with the stockyards on some con- 
structive plan by which the refuse flowing 
into Bubbly creek will be taken care of.” 


Praises Work of Experts, 


Trustees Hazard and Kane, who also are 
assisting the president to discharge these 
two men, voted for this agreement. G. M. 
Wisner, chief engineer. in protesting against 
the discharge of these men in a communica- 
tion to the board, says that the work is * ab- 
solutely necessary.'’' He continues: 

“If this work is to be discontinued all the 
money that has been expended so far will 
be practically lost. To my mind it is one of 
the most important divisions of this depart- 
ment, and I can seethat if the work is carried 
to a conclusion it will save the district many 
thousands of dollars in installing the proper 
devices, and in keeping the district from 
making expensive mistakes.’’ 

H. B. Kirkpatrick, assistant engineer, is 

another of the thirty-eight: Relative to him 
Mr. Wisner writes the board: 
‘** His salary is $2,400 a year. Since em- 
ployed by the district he has been offered 
$3,600 by another concern.’’ This man is en- 
gaged in writing specifications for work on 
the Calumet and:Sag canal. , 

Commenting generally ’on the discharge of 
men from his department, Mr. Wisner makes 
this statement: ‘‘ The services rendered by 
some of these men are almost indispensable 
to the proper and efficient handling of the 
work of this department. It seems to me 
that if all these employés are dismissed at 
this time it will so cripple and disorganize 
the department that it will be impossible to 
carry on the work and prepare for thé work 
that is necessary in order to properly and 
efficiently preserve the water supply from 
pollution. -This means that the health and 
welfare of the people of Chicago, particularly 
that part of Chieago lying south of Thirty- 
ninth street, will be endangered.” 


To Veto July Payrolls. 


Incidentally, both Mr. Wisner and Mr. E- 
licott are Democrats, and they are radically 
opposed to the Democratic policy of President 
Smyth end his minority. Other department 
heads have written similar letters to the 
board. 

Mr. Ellicott said that he thought hig em- 
Ployés are worthy of special commendation, 
because they have remained at work and 
caused no trouble. 

At the next meeting of the board on Thurs- 
day President Smyth is expected to veto the 
pay rolis for July which were approved and 
ordered paid by # majority of the board at 
the last meeting. A mandamus proceeding 
probably will be filed immediately after the 
meeting to compel the president to sign the 
necessary warrant giving the July salaries 
to all employés of the district.

Troops Charge Repeatedly When 
Mob Commits Overt Acts 
of Violence. 


LLANELLY, Wales, Aug. 19.—Llanelly to- 
night is in a state of disorder as the result of 
troops having fired. upon a. mob today, kill- 
| ing two men and wounding seriously two 
others, all of them alleged to be young la- 
borers who were in ne way connected with 
the railway strike. One of the men is said 
to have just arrived on the scene, drawn 
there by curiosity. 

The inhabitants of the town are greatly 
inflamed over the shooting. which they con- 
sider unjustified, and tonight rioting of a 
serious character broke out. 


Three Killed in Explosion.

| “The rioting continued throughout the night 
| and three more deaths were added to those of

| explosion during a fire in the railway freight 
. Sheds, started by rioters. 
| The local mob was joined tonight by 3,000 
tin plate workers from the surrounding dls- 
| tricts, who also were incensed at the shooting 
| of the men by the troops during the afternoon. 

Although 500 militiamen guarded the rail- 
way line the combined meb outmanetuvered 
_ them, tore up the tracks, looted a troop train, 
and secured a large quantity of ammunition, 
and then burned the cars containing the 
80! ipment. 


Loot Justice’s Offices. . 
Afterward the rioters marched on the town 
and broke into the office of a justice of the 
peace who had read the riot act, and threw 
his goods into the street. 

When the police and troops dispersed the 
rioters, they again returned to the freight 
sheds and set fire to them. As the flames 
were licking up the buildings a series of ex- 
plosions occurred. 

The troops charged and drove back the 
| rioters, and. then ‘put out the blaze. 

Later search of the ruins revealed the three 
bodies.

Eighteen passen- 
gers aboard were rescued by the life saving 
m ni after the launch engine had. become dis- 

ed. Supt. Foster said orders had been is- 
d not to take the lannches beyond the 
crib. 

Tracey contended that no such order had 
been issued, and refused to blame Pilot Curtis 
Seamon and Engineer J. 8. Parkinson for 
going out beyond the crib. Tracey was then 
discharged, and the regular pilots and engi- 
neers, and extra crew men walked out.

PONTIFF EXPECTS ' DEATH. 


Realizes That End Cannot BecFar Off: 
Appears Resigned. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, Aug. 19.—There is no doubt but that 
within a week the pope practically will have 
recovered from his latest iliness, but it ts 
an open secret that hie health will not be 
completely restored for some time and that 
there will be a long period of convalescence. 
No public audientes are likely to be held 
before October. The doctors tmsist on the 
long rest cure as the only chance for avoiding 
a possibly fatal relapse. 
The pope’s latest attack, following others 
"in quick succession, establishes the fact 
that he is suffering from chronic gout. which 
is bound sooner or later to result fatally. 
‘The danger in the recent attack lay in 
the patient's excessive weakness, which fol- 
léwed a troublesome attack of catarrh, and 
hie limitation to liquid diet for a prolonged 
period. Fortunately the attack was short. 


Passive in Awaiting Death. 

Pius X., however, unlike his predecessor, 
does not cling to life. He is convinced that 
he is not destined to live long and, being of 
a superstitious nature, is inclined to be- 
lieve the tradition that he wil pontificate 
crly one year more. 
He is fully reconciled and places his trust 
In providence and not the doctors. He is 
therefore a passive patient and does not as- 
gist in hie own recovery. His constitution 
is becoming weak end his spirits are low. 
He evidently realizes that the end is not 
far off. 
The papal doctors, who are usually opti- 
mistic, are losing hope and ‘do not hide 
their fears that it is imposeible to prolong 
the life of the o]4 man almost, as it were, 
againet his will. 
It does not follow that the pope is in imme- 
diate danger. He wii! possibly live a year 
or more, but his days are numbered and the 
recent attack is regarded as the beginning 
of the end. 


Thinks Rampolla Will Succeed. 
The fact that Pius X. did not summon 
Cardinal Rampolla, who was the leading 
candidate for pape at the time of the death 
of Leo XIII., but whose candidacy was 
frowned upon by Austria, to come to Rome 
during his recent illness, proves that the 
pontiff had no thought of dying at that time. 
The pope is convinced that Cardinal Ram- 
polla, who wae papal secretary of state uncer 
his predecessor, will be his successor, as he 
showed in 1904 when he sent him the first 
copy of the new papal constitution abolish- 
ing the veto power of any Catholic country 
in the selection of a pope. , 
The pontiff by this act showed Cardinal 
Rampollia that one of the first acts of his 
pontificate had been to remove the obstacle 
which had prevented the latter's election to 


the papecy. f

DEMAND $225,000 AS RANSOM 


Bandits Still Hold German Taken 
Near Mount Olympus. 


LIKE MISS STONE’S CASE. 


Turks Abandon Hunt, Believing Band 
in Greek Territory.

BERKLLN, Aug. 10.—[Correspondence. }—Dr. 
Edmund Richter, the German engimeer cap- 
tured on May 25 while carrying on topo- 
@raphica] studies on Mount Olympus, the 
fabled home of the Greek gods, in the wilt 
frontier region between Turkey and Greece, 
and held for ransom, haa not yet been re- 
leased. The united efforts of the German 
and Turkish governments have falled. 

Newspaper dispatches confirm the general 
belief that Dr. Richter, like Miss Ellen Stona, 
the. American missionary ransomed by «a 
Bulgarian band in 1901 for $65,000, has fallen 
into the hands not of ordinary mountain 
brigands, but of a Greek patriotic band and 
that the ransom of $225.000 demanded for 
his release ie destined for the partisan war- 
fare about to be renewed in Macedonia. 

Dr. Richter, who was engaged in mapping 
the Olympus regian for a German geograph - 
ical society, was captured well inside Turkish 
territory, his escort of Turkish gendarmes 
being killed by his captors. Letters from 
Lalios, the bandit leader; demanding the ran- 
som, were delivered through Turkish vil- 
lagers. It was therefore assumed that h- 
was held in Turkish territory. 


Scouring Mountains with Gol 
For ten weeks a small army pee ge | sonal 
command of one of the Young Turk leaders 
has been carrying on regular military opera- 
tions to locate hiz captors, while representa- 
tives of the German government and the firm 
employing Dr. Richter have been soouring 
the mountains with the gold for his release. 

According to the dispatches Hamid Bey, 
the Young Turk commander of the expedi- 
tion, has now suspended the pursuit, learn- 
ing definitely that Richter is held m Tirna- 
vos, on Greek territory, in the house of one 
Delyannis. 

The band which holds Richter probably is 
hanbored in the Greek monastery of St. 

The capture, the cor- 
respondents are assured, was organized by 
the “‘ Greek National society,” the organizer 
being a Capt. Strati, formerly a Greek officer, 
who lived several years in America, and was 
carried out by the band under Capt. Lolios. / 


Will War on Bandit Bands. 

A further dispatch from Saloniki states 
that on account of the spread of the band 
warfare on the Greek frontier it is proposed 
to suspend the pureuit of Richter’s ab- 
ductors in order that the troops in the Olym- 
pus mountaing can be used in warring on 
the bands. 

The Richter incident is only one of many 
facts’ pointing to a renewal of the so-called 
‘‘band warfare” between irregular detach- 
ments of Greeks and Bulgarians against each 
other and mutually against the Turkish 
troops which drenched Macedonia in biood 
for many years. The struggle was sucpend- 
ef at the time of the Young Turkish revolu- 
tion, Bulgarian “ komitatjes’’ and Greek 
partisans fighting side by side with the Young 
Turkish troops to capture Constantinople 
and overthrow Abdul Hamid.

ENGLAND TO USE DOG OF WAR 
IN CAMPAIGN AGAINST ABORS. 


Airedales Engaged to Act as Scouts and 
Sentinels in the Dense Jungles of 
Assam. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—England is to employ 
war dogs in order to settle a little matter 
existing between thig nation and the Abors 
of Assam, who inhabit a wild and mountain- 
ous tract of land between China and India, 
where Noel Williamson and his party were 
murdered on March 38 last. 

Lord Crewe has sanctioned a punitive ex- 
pedition against them, and a Ghoorka regi- 
ment will march into the unknown, taking 
with them the Airedale dogs especially or- 
dered from Maj. Richardson by the India 
office to act as sentries and scouts in the 
dense jungle. 

“This is the first time in the military 
history of the British empire that the em- 
ployment of war dogs has been officially 
recognized,’ said Maj. Richardson. 

“The Airedales are as near the ideal war 
dog as it is possible to get. They are hardy 
and strong. and possess good noses and keen 
ears. One of the dogs that have been chosen. 
to go, while training in the country the other 
day, ‘ winded '—that is, scented—a tramp at 
a distance of 20 yards. 

“In the description of the massacre of 
Williamson's party it was stated that the 
Abors themselves used dogs when hunting 
the coolies who were endeavoring to make 
their escape, and the fact thatthe Abors 
have dogs makes it even more necessary 
that the British force should efaploy them, 
too. 

“Our scouting dogs, with the attacking 
force, will beeable to give warning of the 
presence of the enemy before their dogs on 
the defensive know of our approach.”

Birrell Among British Politi- 
cians Figuring Leader 
May Lose Post. 


MAN HAS MANY ENEMIES.

Austen Chemberiain ia not a great pariia- 
mentarian.

He has 
abundant ambition and every good conception 
of his ownimportance. But he has little real 
talent. 

The best description of him I ever heard 
was from one of his own party who described 
him as knowing the “ patter” of the house 
of commons.

HUMAN HEAD SENT BY MAIL / 
TO THE DEPOSED SULTAN. 


Grim Discovery in British Postoffice in 


ments of Mystery. 


VIENNA, Aug. 19.—The story of a grim 

discovery in the British postoffice in Con- 
antinople is related by the Austrian news- 
pers. : 

Among a heap of undelivered parcels was 
found a wooden packing case consigned to 
the ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid. In the case 
was a leaden casket. The casket was opened 
and in it lay a shriveled, withered human 
head. 

A laconic note was also inclosed in the case 
stating that the head was that of the mur- 
dered Midhat Pasha, the first Turkish pre- 
mier, forwarded according to instructions 
to convince the sultan of his death. 

The latter statement is improbable since 
the execution took place at Taif, in Arabia, 
in 1884, and its defails are well knowh. The 
murder in their remote place of exile of 
Midhat and two of his friends was carried 
out with cruel barbarity. 

The head found in the British postoffice 
is said to have been posted in Tripoli in 
April, 1908. This makes it probable that it 
belonged to some one assassinated in the 
weeks of fierce plotting carried on by the sul- 
tan before the outbreak of the counter revo- 
lution in that month.

Leaving the coast. with the purpose 6f 
finding a way to the basin of the Congo, he 
and his followers were met by an envoy of 
the local king, who assured him that the 
river was quitenear. De Brazza courageous- 
ly followed him, but trusting to his account 
of the distance, omitted to take a supply of 
water. 

At Last Came to the Water. 

They marched all day over an arid plateay 
without seeing any signs of a river; thenext 
day also passed without any results. “The 
explorer began. to have doubts; he asked him- 
self if the native guide had not betrayed thqm, 
and if they were not doomed to a horrible 
death in the wilderness.

‘Cows are much attracted and comforted 
by the sound of singing.’ he said. ‘‘ Even 
whistling, provided it is done by a person 
they like, pleases them. 

* This may sound an extraordinary state- 
ment, but I think cowkeepers will generally 
agree with me. 

‘A cow is a far more intelligent anima! 
than one would think. If a milkman has 
mio sympathy or feeling with animals the 
cow will be the first to realize it, and will 
turn sullen and only be milked under ‘ pro- 
test.’ 

“ But given that sympathy? and a knack 
of pleasing animals, a-cow will yield all 
the milk she can give. A happy cow is a 
far more profitable investment than a sulky 
cow. .

Actording to his sworn testimony on the 
occasion of his first appegrance ip the Bank-

His father having realized al! the family

One of tha 
marquis* brothers, Lord Sholte Dougias, 
who has made his home fn this country since 
his marriage to the Californian vaudeville 
actress, Loretto Mooney, is. like her, a Bap- 
tist. Lord Queensberry’s eldest brother, 
who died as Lord Kelhead, was a Presbyts- 


rian. Lord Archibald Douglas, brother of 


the late marquis, is a Roman Catholic priest, 
and a member of the Redemptovpist order: 
while} his sister, Lady Gertrude, married <« 
German journeyman baker, Thomas Stock. 
who was a Lutheran. She died, however, o% 
a Roman Catholic. 

The late and eighth Marquis of Queensberry 
was a self-proclaimed atheist, and on this 
account, In spite of his talents, was barred 
by his fellow peers of Seotiand from repre- 
senting them in, the houge of lords. The 
seventh marquis, that is to say, the gran4- 
father of the present Lord Queensberry, was 
a Presbyterian of the strictest type. aad his 
wife, whom he had wedded at Gretna Green. 
after a typical,-old fashioned post chaise and 
four elopement, died in 1004 as a Sister of 
Mercy. Shé wasa most eccentric old woman, 
and is on record as having been for a tims 
so devoted to the Fenlan cause she subsi- 
dized a Fenian newspaper for*’many years’ 
lavishing large sums of money on the Land 


league. 


# Violent deaths aré not unéommon in Lord 


Queendberry’s family. His grandfather, the 
seventh marquis, Who was held in high regard 
by Queen Victoria, who had learned to*know 
him well when, he was controller of her 
household, succumbed to a shooting accident 
up in Scotland, his gun going off in such a 
manner as to blow out his brains. As this 
fatality took place.a few days after his bav- 
ing lost @ large sum of money, in fact a 
fortune, by betting against James Merry's 
magnificent“horse Saunterer, at the Good- 
wood races, there were many people who in- 
sisted that his death was a case of.suicide. 
oe 

Of his sons, Lord. Francis Douglas was 
killed, with several of his companions, in that 
terrible Alpine accident which brought Ed- 
ward Whymper’s wonderful ascent of the 
Matterhorn to so tragic a close. While de- 
scending from the summit one of the party, 
of the name of Hadow, slipped, and, falling, 
knocked over Charles Hudson. Lord Francis 
Douglas, and the guide, Croz. Thanksto the 
breaking of the rope between Lord Francis 
and one of the other guides. Whymper and 
the remainder of the party were saved, but 
the othérs fell to the Matterhorn glacier be- 
low, a Wistance of nearly 4,000 feet. Three 
of the bodies were subseuently recovered. 
That of Lord Francis could not be faund at 
the time.

He was. like most of his brothérs. on bad 


.terms with his father, largely owing to his 
siding with his mother in her matrimonia! 
troubles. He was private secretary of Lord 
bery, when foreigr minister, and the 
animosity between father and son reached 
an acute stage when the latter, on the 
nomination of Lore Rosebery and of Mr. 
ladstone. was granted a peerage in his 
wn right, as Lord Kelhead, and at the 
me time appointed lord in walting to Queen 
Victoria This roused the later Lord Queens- 
berry tofury. He wrote to Queen Victoria, to 
Mr. Gladstone. and to the then Prince of 
Weles (afterwards Edware VI.) complain- 
ing bitterly that he had net been consplted 
at all about the matter, and that it was a 
gross slight placed upen him to have his 
gon granted a seat in the house of lords, from 
which he was the only Scotch marquis.to he 
excluded. He became convinced in his own 
mind that Lotd Rosebery was responsible for 
the entire affair ance accordingly proclaimed 
his intention of personally chastising the 
minister of foreign affairs, following him for 
the purpose to Homburg: Sir George Lewis, 
osebery had 
consulted about the matter, insisted on er- 
gaging a couple of stalwart bodyguards fer 
the ministes.

Self-respect is tough; egotism Is tender. 
Call a child low, and bad, and lazy and you 
make him so. All accusation, and scolding, 
and punishment is unpedagogic. Itnever did 
any good. To punish a child by: beating simply 
proves to him one thing, towit: that you ere 
a bigger brute than he. The whole business 
of breaking the will, taking down the pride, 
humiliating and subduing people, is utterly 
immoral, and that whether applied to ehil- 
dren or to grown péople. 

No human being was ever morally helped 
in his weakness or morally cured of his per- 
version by any other means save one—that 
is, by appreciation. It is that which reaches 
down into the sou! and raises the prostrate 
will; that and nothing eise. 

Love is the only creative, healing force. 
Hate and all the arts and actions of hate 
are vicious. Anger and condemnation are 
devastating always. Hence our whole prison 
system is ignorant andthe most fruitful man- 
ufactory of criminals we have. Prisons are 
holdovers from the dark ages. They are 
vile, stupid, amd poison fountains in society. 
Any warden of a penitentiary will tell you 
convicts are not reformed in his institution; 
they are punished. 

That means their self-respect is broken 
down by all the ingenuity of devilishness 
society will allow, and the self-despising 
wrecks are turned loose agaim on the people. 
Any system of justice that starts from the 
principle that a criminal is to be punished is 
unscientific, unintelligent, and immoral. Pun- 
ishment simply means vengeance. 

To send a criminal to the horror of the 
penitentiary is of the same grade as kicking 
a horse in the stomach because he shies or 
balks. 

A criminal is such usually because he has 
lost his self-respect. . And the prison ought 
to be a place where he can regain it. It ought 
to be a school for weak wills, a training 
house where human nature could learn @ 
little dignity. It is refreshing to note that 
attempts are being made in this direction in 
some states with most encouraging results. 
The worst blot on our civilization is that we 
have made so little progress in the cure of 
the socially unsound. Our theology is prac- 
tically past condemning souls to eternal pun- 
ishment; but our actual sociologica) practice 
can still find no use to make of a depraved 
man but to vent our hate on him by sending 
him for from one year to a lifetime to a 
hell on earth. Society still has got no further 
) along than to strike back when it ip struck. 
But it ought to be the glory of organized 
justice to be free from this bestial heat for 
revenge amd to do with the lawbreaker pre- 
cisely what is for the best interests of the 
community at large.. And those interests 
neveys demand that he be taken and hardened 
into a professional pervert, but that he be 
healed and set right 

That we do not know how to do this is 
ignorance and pardonable; but that we don’t 
try nor want to know how is disgraceful and 
unpardonable. 

Jesus was right. Tolsto!l was right. They 
were not crazy nor Utopian. They were in 
line with sound common sense and with the 
known truthe of psychology. God help us! 
We apply modern science to transportation, 
and cooking, and lighting, and to all forms of 
business and comfort, but not to the cure of 
fallen self-respect, exactly where ft needs 
most to be applied.

The president could not consistently sign 
a bill, the product of hasty legislation, to 
which there were so many weighty objec- 
‘tions. But there are articles in the bill 
which doubtless should be on the free list 
or the duties on them greatly reduced. 
When fhat shall have been shown to be the 
case by the report of the tariff commission 
the free listing or the lowering of duties will 
follow. 

For with those articles, as with the wool 
schedule, there will be no indefinite post- 
ponement, but a brief delay to learn the 
exact facts. The downward revision of the 
most obnoxious schedules of the tariff, with 
schedule K leading off, will be the Decem-‘ 
ber work of congress. The wool bill, the 
farmers’ free list bill, and the cotton bill 
were all framed without knowledge of the 
difference between the cost of production 
at home and abroad, and with little regard 
for the effect on the revenues of the gov- 
ernment. 

Wait but a few months and congress will 
be sending to the presidént properly drawn 
and scientifically prepared bills for the 
downward revision of tariff schedules which,

Birr castle has been the home of the Par 
sonses ever since this English family settled 
in Ireland, in tne reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
It is a fine old place, with moat, portcullis, 
and drawbridge, which call to mind the cele- 
brated siege of the castle after the revolution 
of 1688, when William Parsons, its then 
owner, with his tenantry, successfully. with- 
stood a siege of fifteen months by the troops 
of James If. under Gen. Sarstield. In some 
of the outer walls of the castle are still to be 
seen, embedded im the stone and mortar, 
cannon balls discharged by Sarsfield's ar. 
tillery during the siege. Lecky, the histo- 
rian, has much to say of the Parsons family 
in the reign of the early Stuarts, and it is 
not altogether complimentary. But it is 
only fair to add that the present Earl of Rosse 
bears a title of a different creation and is not 
descended from but merely related as a co}- 
lateral to the Lord Rosse of the reign of 
Charles II. 

Birr castle maybe said to stand almost 
in the midst of Parsonstown, founded by 
the Parsons family, the houses of the town 
being built almost right up to the main en- 
trance. The place is crowded with all sorts 
of treasures of art and history, and among 
the features of the extensive garden ard 
park are the wonderful box trees, twenty- 
five to thirty feet in height, a growth as- 
werted by experts to be absolutely unique. 

The present Lord Rosse is quite rich. For 
not only are the entailed estates which go 
with the earldom extremely valuable, but, 
moreover, the late earl drew royalties from 
all sorts of useful inventions; added to which, 
his mother, the now widowed Countess of 
Rosse, was the only cifild and heiress of the 
late lord Hawke, and as such inherited a 
fortune which is estimated at some $150,000 
a year.

9,000 lire. Then the following dialogue takes

“ Publisher—You intend to perform * Alda,’

give any other operas? 

“ Impresario—Yes, I should Iike to per- 
form the opera A. of Maestro B. and opera 
C. of Maestro D. (Both Maestro B. and 
Maestro D. do not belong to the publishing 
firm.) 

“ Publisher—Very well; then for my three 
operas you shall pay me the sum of 20,000 lire. 

“Impresario—But formerly I paid only 
8,000. 

Publisher—But on that occasion you per- 
formed also the operas of my authors X 
and Y. 

Impresario—But Iet us come to an agree- 
ment in order that I may be able in some 
way or other to carry on my season. 

Publisher—To show you my condescension 
I make you a proposal; instead of those two 
operas, give my “ Butterfly " and I will give 
you the three other operas for 9,000 lire. 

“The impresario who cannot do without

accept the offér of the publisher, who imposes 
on him, for the fourth opera, which is the 
attraction, the singers, the musicians, the 
scenographs, and perhaps, the prompter.

It ig the first step in raising the status of 
womanhood, and, practically, it is the first

November. 
She closed with these words: “ Prophets 
and spiritual leaders of America, in this great 
onward and upward movement for the fellow- 
ship and spiritual comradeship of men and 
women, of which the ballot is only the sym- 
bol, will you lead or will you follow? God 
forbid that you should ever block or hinder!”

Going this roundabout 
way the distance to the road race course is 
about sixty-three miles, but the roads are so 
good no one should complain of the added 
distance.

| ELGIN COURSE BEST, 
~ MULFORD DECLARES 


ALPH MULFORD, who won the Elgin 
National trophy last year, has a warm 
corner in his heart for Elgin, and the 
last ‘week at Lozier quarters on Lath- 
rop’s farm at Elgin has been a happy 

one for him. 

Mulford has been racing since 1007 and has 
been the hero of some of the greatest twenty- 
four hour contests fought on eastern tracks, 
but the winning of the big trophy race at 
Elgin last year marked his first great road 
victory and was the first of a seriés of bril- 
lant races in which he took part. For this 
reason the Elgin is his favorite race and he 
says he would rather repeat his win of last 
year than finish first In any other event in 
the country. 

“I consider the Elgin course the best in 
America,” said Mulford when asked as to his 
opinion of the eight and one-half mile dircuit 
“I do not mean the fastest or the best sur: 
faced, for I cannot understand why @ roa@ 
race intended to test the endurance of car and 
ériver should be rum over a boulevard, and 
when I say ‘ best ' I mean that it gives cars 
and drivers every opportunity to demen- 
strate not ony speed but power, skill, 
strength and endurance. 

“The homestretch has been greatly im- 
proved over last year and this was the one 

. Sreat need; for a fast, wide, and smooth 
stretch past the grandstand is necessary in 
order to give the spectators an opper- 
tunity ‘of witnessing thé exciting brushes 
between two or three cars abreast. The 
rest of the course, however, should have 
turna, dips, hills, and angles, and even bumps, 
and the Elgin course has enough of these to 
test the endurance of the cars and furnish 
all the thrills without which a road race 
becomes merely a question of speed 

“Teddy Tetzlaff, a former team mate of 
mine, broke the American road record on 
the Ganta Monica, Cal., course last No- 
vember, @veraging seventy-three miles per 
hour. The Santa Monica course is just about 
the same length as Eigin; has only four 
turns and is perfectly level. It is simply a 
speed course, and does not provide as in- 
teresting a race or the same test of endédur- 
ance, and I hope no effort will ever de made 
to ‘improve’ the Elgin course.” 

“What will be the average time of the 
winner?" Mulford was asked. 

“That is rather hard to guess,” said he, 
“until the drivers have shown more of thelr 
real speed in practice. In the last five races 
in which I have taken part I have guessed 
the winner’s speed within two miles per hour. 
The Elgin course, I should say, is from twe 
to three miles faster than last year, but 
perhaps the cars are also a little faster, so I 
expect my last year’s record of sixty-two 
miles per hour will be broken and would 
not be surprised to see the figures go over 
sixty-five.¥ 

“Do I expect to win?*’ Mulford laughed, 
“T lost the Fairmount park race last year by 
less than six seconds, the Atlanta trophy bd» 
less than a minute and came within two 


’ minutes of winning the 500 mile international 


race at Indianapolis this year. After com- 
ing so close to winning three big. events of 
this kind I can only say that I ‘ hope’ to 
win, but I guess Harry Grant, Ralph de Pal- 
ma, and the rest of the boys all have the 
same kind of hopes, and with such a flelé of 
cars and drivers it’s anybody's. race.”

In 
France the Bleriot and the Antoinette com- 
panies late in 1910 together had over 400 
recent graduates or enrollments in their 
schools of customers. The cost of tuition 
was 1,000 francs, or about $200, At that time 
the Bleriot company had sold more than 260 
machines. The Farman company, Sommer, 
who manufactures the newest French bi- 
plane, Antoinette, and Voisin all had from 
twenty to fifty orders on, their books, and 
the demand for the present year has been 
greatly in excess of the capdeity of the com- 
bined factories. The Bleriot monoplane is 
manufactured in the United States by the 
Moisant company under a concession. The 
Wrights themselves manufacture in the 
United States and in England, but have trans- 
ferred their German and their French busi- 
ness to local producers. 

The Gnome Motor company has been finan- 
cially the most successful concern in the 
aviation business. This corporation pro- 
duces only motors. It has no responsibilities 
of exhibition and instruction. So far the 
Gnome is the most popular motor produced 
The Bleriot machines are manufactured with- 

out the motor, and so are many other types. 
In three cases out of four the Gnome Is speci- 
fied by the purchaser. 

At present twenty-nine aefoplane motors 
have been designed and manufactured in the 
United States. Among these the Wright, 
Curtiss, and Hall-Scott are the best known. 
French makers offer forty-four motors for 
sale, including the Panhard, Gnome, Dar- 
raca, R. B. P., Antoinette, and Voisin. There 
are five Belgian makes, twenty-six British, 
eleven German, and ten Italian, including the 
Fiat.

The number of motors especially con- 
structed for flying shows the importance al- 
ready reached by the aviation industry. In

France alone there are said to be more than 
300 fiyers, and the frequency with which 
machines are wrecked doubles the normal 
demand. 

‘The industry abroad has been almost 
ruined by the great number of exhibitions, 
contests, and races,”’ said Orville Wright in 
Chicago last week. “ Manufacturers are 
forced to enter all these meets and races or 
they lose prestige and are ignored and can 
find no sale for their machines. The expense 
for the manufacturer of entering these 
events is great, and some of the makers have 
been almost ruined.” 

‘*The business of aviation is just beginning 
to be understood as a business,”’ says A. P. 
McArthur, manager of the Standard Aviation 
company, which conducts an aviation school 
at Avondale and is building another iIn- 
struction field on West Sixty- — street at 
Clearing. 

“ There isn’t a maker of a tried and tested 
aeroplane in the country who can half oll 
the orders he gets for machines for private 
use, 

“There are nearly twenty-five factories 
devoted to the exclusive manufacture of 
motors for aeroplanes. 

“There are a number of weekly aviation 
magazines, at least twenty monthiles, and 
several others. 

“ We cannot take all of the men and boys 
applying’ to us for instruction, because our 
classes are always full, even though wehave 
placed the tuition rather high tn order to keep 
out all but the most determined.

The wood de- 
partment receives the spruce planks from 
West Virginia and turns them into aero- 
plane frames. A. special cloth, 100 
threads to the inch, is used, put on diagonally, 
and treated with a rubbering process. A 
special wire has to be progured, not so hard 
as piano wire, and safe from chrystalization. 
Greater care has to be taken in such a fac- 
tory—and is taken by all producers—thaa 
in almost any other industrial plant, for the 
aeroplane has been regarded until recently 
as too dangerous for use by any but the most 
reckless sportsmen. Every emashup tends 
to rearouse this impression, and it is only 
by turning out the strongest machines pos- 
sible that the aeroplane makers can show 
that the flying machine has reached a point 
where it is safe when used with caution and 
discretion as to proper flying conditions.

“Average Yearly Earnings $25,000 

The filers who took part in the Chi- 
cago meet éarn an everage of $25,000 a 
year each. They represent an earning capac- 
city combined of $760,000, That is 10 per cent

It is safe to estimate the earnings of the 
aeroplane makers from exhibition at an equal 
figure. That means $1,500,000 year, or 10 per 
cent on $15,000,000. 

No accurate data have been collected as 
to the income derived from the sale of aero- 
planes to “ outsiders,” the manufacture of 
gasoline motors, tires, and wheels for the 
aeroplanes, oil and gasoline used, supplies

The profits on each machine should be large. 

The public’naturally has been most inter- 
ested in the more apparent winnings of avia- 
tion, the prizes won by breaking cross coun- 
try and speed records. Paulhan is said to 
have received §50,000 for one engegement 
and Bleriot is reported to have made $300,000 
by Rights since hig famous crossing of the 
inglish channel. 

The fliers may be divided into two groups— 
those who fiy as independents, keeping-nll 
they win and paying their own expenses, and 
those who fly for manufacturers, receiving a 
fixed salary or percentages, and being sup- 
plied with machimes and expense money. The 
independents make more when they are 
fortunate, but a broken machine may pvt 
them to a heavy outlay and the delay may 
keep them from entering the events of an 
entire meet. Promoters of contests some- 
times fail to pay the prize money when the 
receipts from attendance have been a disap- 
pointment. The independents are, therefore, 
sometimes far from making money, as is 
shown by a story which appeared last week 
of @ sheriff's attachment against one of them

The salaried flires, on the other hand, make 
what is a high salary when compared with 
other pursuits—if the danger of death is no* 
considered—Dut never rise to the heighth of 
big takings. A recent declaration from Wal- 
ter Brookins was to the effect that the Wright 
filers receive $20 a week as a retainer and 
$60 @ day for every day on which an ascen- 
sion is made. 

On this basis it is probable that the pop- 
ular estimate of the winnings of the fliers ts 
higher than it should be. The independents. 
when skillful, however, do make large 
amounts. The earnings of fliers tre perhaps 
from’ $5,000 to \$40,000 a ates the aver- 
age high. The Curtiss and the Wright ma- 
chines have carried off the greater part of the 
prizes in the United States. The Bieriot is a 
later arrival, but now coming into general 
use, with everything in its favor on the speed 
contests. The Farman, Nieuport, and other 
machines have not been exhibited in this 
country to so great an extent, although the 
Nieuport, thé product of @ French firm of 
carbureter manufacturers, holds most of the 
world’s speed records.

Growing Alfalfa. 


Editor Workers’ Magazine: The article on alfalfa 
in the Workers’ Magazine deserves attention. I be- 
lieve, from those who want to see the homeseekers 
and farmers of the rain belt entertain a correct un- 
derstanding of this valuable plant and the condi- 
tions it demands for its successful production. The 
whole trend of the article in question is toward the 
incorrect conclusion that alfalfa can be grown 
practically only on the sandy plains of the semi-arid 
and arid west. This is so far from and so contrary 
to the fact, that I was surprised to see it appear iz 
so discriminating a paper as ‘‘ The Tribune.” 

The writer refers to Secretary Coburn of the 
Kansas board of agriculture as an authority on 
the growth of alfalfa. Secretary Coburn is an 
authority on many agricultural matters, but in hie 
splendid book on alfalfa he did not attempt to 
treat the subject in its possibilities. Joseph E. 
Wing has contributed a most valuable work on this 
subject, but he is not mentioned. Why? 

The article in question states that alfalfa. de- 
mands a sandy soil, dry atmosphere, and grows 
best under irrigation. Joe Wing proves the direct 
contrary after thirty years of experience both in 
the west and in Ohio. where he has grown it for 
many years. 

Now, as to the restricted area in which alfalfa 
can be grown. In this respect the article in ques- 
tion is misleading. Alfalfa can be wh any- 
where where the drainage is good, where the ground 
water is not too close to the surface, and where 
the soll is not acid [sour]. This fact has been 
demonstrated so often and in so many pleces in 
various states as to lead to the conclusion that it 
can be successfully grown in avery state in the 
Union. 


Tt is easy to produce extravagant figures, but 
the fact is that the same authorities above re 
ferred to will agree that it is the condition of the 
individual fields and not geography that deter- 
mines whether alfalfa can be grown. Ex-Gov. 
Hoard, editor of Hoard's Dairyman, has grown al- 
falfa since before many of us can remember; Charles 
L. Hill, president of the Wisconsin state board of 
agriculture, has been an extensive grower for many 
years. In Wisconsin the growth of alfalfa is so 
common that there is no question in the minds of 
the people that he may grow it who desires. And 
no one, who has followed the rules plainly set forth 
by Joe Wing and others, has failed. 

In Illinois, lowa, Indiana, Ohio, and other states 
im the rain belt alfalfa is being more commonly 
grown than in the past and «ill be more rapidly 
introduced if we get rid of the idea that it will 
only grow where little else will. The writer hereof 
has seen alfalfa growing luxuriantly within the 
city limite of Ashland, on the very shores of Lake 


on the shores of the same lake. And authoritative 
statistice are to the effect that the yield in the 
rain belt is approximately the same as on the west- 
ern plains. It is not necessary to go to some re- 
mote corner of the earth to grow alfalfa.

pension system described in articles 

2 and are the most liberal of their kind 

in America and were selected because 

practically all systems used by firms 

and corporations excepting railroad 

corporations and municipalities are modifica- 
tions of them. 

The following is a general analysis of the 
pension systems of twenty-one railroads. 
These systems are maintained solely by the 
companies without contributions from em- 
ployés. One of these railroads limits the age 
for entering service in order to be eligible to 
@ pension to 50 years, regardless of railroad 
experience. Seven limit this age of entrance 
to 45 for persons experienced in railway work, 
35 for those inexperien and set no limit 
where service requires ial qualifications... 
Three companies fix 35 and two 45 reg 
ef experience, and no limit where special 
qualifications are required. Two limit this 
age to 45 and one to 85 under all circum- 
stances. The remaining five companies have 
@o stated limit 

The average age of retirement in these 
twenty-one companies is fixed at about 67 
years, and the number of years’ service en- 
titling an employé to a pension varies from 
ten to thirty years. 

One company allows a life pension of 2 per 
cent of the average monthly pay for the ten 
years next preceding retirement at 65. An- 
ether allows 1% per cent of the highest aver- 
@ge monthly pay up to §50 during any con- 
secutive ten years of service, and in addition 
% of 1 per cenit of any excess of such average 
monthly pay over $50; in exceptional cases 
the amount may be increased not to exceed 
95 per cent; not under $20 nor over $75 per 
month Fifteen of these companies give | per 
eent for each year of service, of the average 
monthiy pay for ten years preceding retire 
ment. In one railroad this 1 per cent is in- 
creased by a small superannuation allowance 
from the relief department. a mutual benefit 
association supported in part by the company 
and in part by the employés. Another bases 
ite pension on a percentage of the salary re- 
ceived for the entire term of service. 


May Retire at Sixty-five. 

Two companies’ pension i a daily allow- 
ance of from 2 cents to $1.25, according to 
which class the pensioner velongs in the com- 
panies’ relief department. If membership 

relief department has been continuous 

fifteen years, the allowance is increased 

6 per cent and a like amou® added for 

each additional term of five consecutive 

years. The remaining company grants & 

5 of such surh for such a length of 
time as the pension board may determine. 

In the majority of these companies, loco- 
motive engineers and firemen. conductors, 
flagmen. and brakemen, trained baggage- 
men, yardmasters. switchmen, bridge fore- 
men, section foremen. and roadmasters may 
retire with a pension at 6 if they so elect. 

The first of these twenty-one companies 
installed its system for pensions (as outlined 
above) inthe year 1884. This was the pioneer 
railroad pension system and led to the stand- 
ard railroad pension fund, which was gen- 
erally accepted as such in 1900. Another 
company formed its pension fund in 1895. 
another in 1900, three were organized in lw, 
ene in 1002. seven in 1908, two in 1906, one in 

1907, and four in 1910. 

There are more relief departments in the 
Gifferent railroad companies than pension 
funds. and out of thirty-six of these relief 
systems used in the following description, 
enly ten are incorporated. Only 300.000 out

six for permanent disability, thirty-four for 
death and only one for superannuation. 
Twenty-two of the above funds are man, 
aged by the employés alone, and fourteen 
of them are managed by the amployés and 
companies jointly. In each of the fourteen 
managed jointly some officer of the company 
is the supervising officer of the fund, the 
company being the dominating facter in the 
management, and usually taking entire 
charge of the funds and guaranteeing the 
benefit payments, and as a rule making sub- 
stantial contributions. In afew of the twen- 
ty-two funds nominally managed by the 
employés, there is evidence that the com- 
pany exerts quite an influence. The funds 
of twenty-five of these associations are de- 
posited in banks, subject to checks signed 
by the proper officers and in only seventesa 
of the twenty-two associations managed by 
employés are the officers responsible for the 
safeguarding of the funds bended. 


Some Forfeit Membership. 
The maximum age for admission to mem- 


bership is generally the same as the com- 
pany's service entrance age limit. In eight- 
een of the funds it is 45 years; In four, 60; 
in one, 55; in three, 60: while the remainder 
do not specify an age limit. The majority 
require a medical examination, and the min- 
ority require only that the applicant be “ in 
good health.’", Three funds exclude abso- 
lutely colored employes, and three others ex- 
clude all persons engaged with the rolling 
stock or as track employes. In one-third 
of the funds, employes leaving the service 
forfeit their membership; all the other funds 
permit members leaving the service to re- 
tain either full membership or the right to 
the natural death benefit, that is, benefit for 
death caused not as the result of an accident. 


Eight of these funds. which ere managed 
jointly by employes and the company, con- 
tain in their applications for membership or 
tm their rules or regulations a provision re- 
leasing the funds from claims for benefits 
whenever a suit for damages is brought 
against the employing company. 

The railroad companies make contributions 
to these relief systems or funds as follows: 
One company contributes as much as the em- 
ployes contribute; one contributes one-fifth 
of the amount of the contribution of the 
employes; three, fifteen per cent, one, ten 
per cent; one. two per cent, and one less 
than one per cent. The reserve necessary 
to pay the benefits depends chiefly on the 
regular contributions of the members, and 
most of them have a provision for per capita 
assessments to meet any deficiencies. 

As alveady stated above, eight of the funds 
managed jointly receive yearly contributions 
from the companies involved from one to one 
hundred per cent of the employes’ contribu- 
tions. and the necessary clerical work, ete., 
is generally furnished free by the railroad 
companies. There are six of these funds con- 
trolled by the employes alone, which receive 
certain contributions from | ae ated 
companies. Nineteen of the f managed 
by employes and four of those managed 
jointly require an entrance fee, which is a 
very small one, of from 50 cents to §2%

Death Benefits to $400. 

Thirteen of the funds require a reinstate- 
ment fee should the employe leave the com- 
pany and return; and in all companies the 
dues are based on the benefits paid, the 
monthly earnings or the hazard of the par- 
ticular occupation to which each employe 
is exposed. Seven of these funds have addi- 
tional] death benefits which members may 
secure by paying additional fees. Another 
source of income, of course, is the interest 
earned by the surplus and the invested fund.

Eleven funds reesive from this source 
alone amounts ranging from $1,000 to $80,000 
per anhuum. In nine, managed jointly, and 
in ope, managed by the employés only, mem- 
bers are not required to pey any fees or duce 
when @isabied except in the event of their 
wages being cantinued under these circem- 
stances. If any members are in arrears for 
assessments or dues they are not entitled in 
any of the above systems to any benefits 
whatscever and usually are dropped from 
membership after two or three months’ time. 
While the accounts of these funds are gea- 
erally well audited, an actuarial examination 
of the cenditions of these thirty-six funde 
has been made in two cases only. and there 
is no prevision for such examination in aay 
of the rules or regulations of the othera. 


Thirty-one funds pay benefite for tempe- 
rary disability. and two pay for disability 
causeé by accident only. These benefits 
range from 62.6v te $90 per week, the larger 
benefits being usually for accidents only. 
The period in which these benefits are paid is 
from siz to Gfty-twe weeks in one year. In 
nine of the funds payments are continued as 
long as the enployé is digabjed. In all but 
two of these, however. payments for the 
contineed indefinite period after the fret 
Gifty-two weeks are cut In two. and range 
from $1.40 to $8.75 per week. These pay- 
ments are therefore a permanent disability 
benefit. 

Of the thirty-four funds paying death ben- 
efite seventeen pay amounts ranging from 
$50 to $400. The remaining seventeen pay 
regular benefite with a maximum of from 
$1.000 to $3,000, and of thése, seven, in all 
of which the retireed company has the con- 
trolling interest. have optiona) «additional 
death benefite, which are paid for by addi- 
tional dues. The bighest total insurance 
which may be takep out by any one 
in any of these funde is 96.000, and these 
higher amounts are restricted to those with 
higher monthly earnings. These death ben- 
efits are immediately operative after admie- 
sion to the associations. but are forfeited 
if death is due to carelessness, intemperance, 
immorality, or unlawful conduct of any kind. 
As «@ rule, claims are paid within ae week 
from the date of death. on verification of 
proof of the death The death rate per 1,000 
during the year 1910 In the abeve thirty-eix 
relief funds was 9.9, but as many of the above 
funds are emeal) and as the date used herein 
are for one year only, this rate must be used 
with great caution. It fa given ag a sug- 
geetive rather than e conclusive item 


Stability Is Unproven. 


Five of these funds pay s lump sum bene- 
fit for various permanent disabilities re- 
sulting from accident. These benefits range 
from $100 to $6,400. end one fund 'pays a 
monthly benefit in addition of §5. of 
the funds controlled by the companies 
employés jointly furnish medical and. sur- 
gical treatment free. 

The majority of all pensiow and relief funds 
are still so young that their stability from 
an actuarial standpoint has not yet been 
proved, and future pensioners may find thet

their expectations will not alwaye be real- . 


ized unless some changes are made as to the 
means of obtaining revenues and the amoynts 
of premiums [or dues) and also ag to the 
condition under which these pensions are to 
be paid. Over forty-four of the funds in- 
vestigated report that changes are under 
consideration, and almost every plan has 
been modified considerabiy since its incep- 
tion, and im some cases an entirely new plan 
has superseded the original one.

The thin sheets of wood which form the 


ried to it on a tramway constructed for that 
purpose. They are then cut into convenient 
lengths by a drag saw, after which the see- 
tions are placed in huge steam boxes to be 
subjected to the effects of the exhaust steam 
frem the engine for twelve hours or more. 
The steam softens the wood and prevents it 
from checking or splitting when cut inte 
thin shavings. 

While the huge log is still hot and steam- 
ing it is hoisted by a small derrick and swung 
inte position before the cutting machine.

Hanging Pictures }inportant. 

The hanging of every picture should be a 
matter of actual] experiment. Not the idea or 
the subject portrayed should determine its 
place.on the wall, but rather its appropriate 
size’ and proportions, its color and lines. 
Night and day might be side by side on a 
wall and yet be so treated asin no way to mar 
the harmonious unity of the room. 

Hang very few pictures in the house, but 
each one should be well worth stopping be- 
fore. Do not hang bunches of unrelated pic- 
tures, each fighting for supremacy. Each 
picture should hang alone in its wall panel, 
or occasionally with one harmonious neigh- 
bor. Each one should count for al) it is 
worth, too. In no room should there be a 
picture which approaches the color or tone 
of the wall coloring behind it. Each one 
should stand out in good, strong contrast 
from its background.« For instance, in the 
matter of frames, a living room with walle 
covered by a silvery gray Japanese grass 
cloth should bave all dark wood frames, ex- 
cepting an oil painting, which needs the 
brilliance of a gilt frame.

Sewing for Baby 


KNOW two women who are makingn good 

incomes by making clothes for the baby. 

Both of them work at this sewing only 

in the evening, one averaging $300 a year 

and the other about $200 a year, These 
women, after pricing babies’ layettes in the 
stores, concluded that either the store made 
ap enormous profit or else paid mighty 
good price for hand sewing. Uno

they were told that the Clothes 


import- 
ed: that they had to import them because 
they could not get thet class of work done 
in his country. 

These women knew that they could do work 
equally as good, if not better, and in proof 
of it one of them showed the muslin petti- 
coat that she was then wearing. The woman 
they interviewéd promised to examine any 
samples that they might send to her, and if 
they proved up to the standard and sold 
then she would give them regular orders. . 
They were to supply all the materials and 
take all risks. They each invested $5 in ma- 
terials and patterns. They afterward found 
that some firms would furnish matertals and 
pay for the work, and that suited them bet- 
ter than their first arrangement, as in small 
towns such goode as they needed were hard 


parlors, and only sparingly in the lese for- 
mal! living room.

The height of a picture from the floor 
should be considered. Each picturé should 
usually be very nearly centered on the nor- 
mal Mne of sight, about five feet from the 
floor. The blunder of hanging pictures too 
high is as common as that of hanging them 
too low is rare. If you hesitate between 
two levels, decide upon the lower. When 
they are hung on the line of vision, a tilted 
posture is unnecessary. They should hang 
perfectly flat against the wall. Large pic- 
tures should hang on two chains running 
vertically to hooks on the picture molding. 
Every one knows that a picture fs not built 
into the wall, but that it is hung from above. 
Why try, then, to conceal this fact by using 
fine wire and invisible picture nooks. Sup- 
porting chains or woven wires heavy enough 
to give the impression that they are well 
adapted to their work would be much more 
impressive. Use judgment and do not have 
a chain too heavy or too light for the pic- 
ture. With the usual arrangement of screw 
eyes a picture cannot hang flat against the 
wall. Have them put on the top edge of 
the frame, in plain sight, where they will 
hold the picture flat. They should be dull 
black for dark wood frames, brass for gilt 
frames, and should range in size according to 
the size of the frame they are to uphold.

I have mentioined or she could put an ad- 
vertisement in a leading. paper and let it 
be known that she was prepared to make 
infants’ first clothes by the piece or by the 
set, charging according to the amount of 
work. By this means she uld soon have a 
great deal of work and many persons would 
turn over to her the entire responsibility of 
purchasing the materials for the outfit. She 
might also take orders for trimming bas- 
sinets and the little toilet baskets. Ay 
woman with a knowledge of sewing and em- 
broidering and who possesses a good ma- 
chine and a knowledge of attachments may 
make considerable money by this plan.

“Help Wanted” advertising is the employer’s offer of 
work to the employe. It includes a wide range of class- 
ifications, from the bigger positions offered to agents and _ 
salesmen, down to the various branches of domestic help.

The employers of Chicago, after experimenting with 
their “help wanted” appeals among all the newspapers, 
some years ago finally selected The Tribune and one 
evening paper in which to place thé great bulk of this 
kind of advertising. All the important positions were 
offered through The Tribune’s columns, while many 
of the smaller and less permanent jobs were adver- 
tised exclusively in the evening paper.

By WILLIAM B. STOUT. 


SECTION THROUGH 
HULL. 


Ggeires one with a real hollowed out 
hull, and yet few boys have the tools 
for making such a boat. 

The idea of hollowing out the hull 
ig not just to make it look like the big boats, 
but to make the hull lighter. Then it will not 
sink so deep in the water and we can had 
more lead on the keel and with more of this 
we can edd more sail above, making a faster 
boat. Thus, if we build our hull lighter than 
the other boy’s boats we can carry more 
keel and more sa!! and hence make more speed 
im the races—but of course we must deck 
the boat over on top water tight or a wave 
would splash in some time and our boat 
would sink. 

This boat ts to have a hull bufit up of paper 
and in this form you can make a boat that is 
Mghter and at the same time stronger than 
almost any other type of model. 

First, select the type of boat you inter to 
make and then get a piece of wood of a size 
flo cut it from—gay a piece of “ two by four "

sixteen or eighteen inches long.  Piane 
this piece off on all sides and then tack to 
the top face a thin quarter inch piece which, 
as you will find out later, is to form the 
deck.

New Fuel of Papyrus Reeds. 


ee till strange announcement is made 
abroad thaf good fuel can be made of 


formed to compress into briquettes the rank 
growths of papyrus and other reeds, locally 
known as sudd, which cover an area of 85,000 
square miles on the upper Nile and obstruct 
navigation. 

The Sudan government has to maintain a 
service of dredges to keep channels open 
through the morass, and for some 200 miles 
ft is impossible to get fuel of any kind, as 
the river channel has no banks and the dredg- 
ers depend for their coal supply on Khartum. 
Coal or coal briquettes at Khartum cost 
$16.50 a ton, while wood is but little cheaper. 
The cost of transportation is the great handi- 


cap to the employment of any other fuel, such 
as oil. 

Now the obstructing material itself, the 
sudd, is going to be cut, chopped and com- 
pressed inte slabs on the spot at the rate of 
fifty tons a day. The promoters declare that 
the sudd fuel, being 35 or 40 per cent cheaper, 
will almost immediately replace coal on the 
Nile steamers and the Egyptian railroads. 
The heating value of compressed sudd is 
nearly two-thirds that of coal, while its dens- 
ity is about four-fifths. 

Boiler tests with the new fuel have been 
made at Magdeburg and Merseburg and have 
given excellent results. The experiments 
were watched with interest by representa- 
tives of the British and German navy de- 
partments, but whether sudd will adapt itseif 
to navy requirements remains yet to be seen.

Homemade Dye. 


The cheapest and best dye im the worl is 
made with gasoline and tube paints. I have 
dyed everything from ostrich feathers to en- 
tire gowns and the combination of the tube 


paints and gasoline cangot possibly hurt the 


most delicate fabric. One can secure every 
shade of color, simply by adding more or 


less of the paint to the gasoline. For plumes, 
fine laces, ete., take one quart of gasoline, 
one tube of paint the desired color. Put in 
only a ttle of the paint at first and mix thor. 


oughly; if color is too light, add paint until 


right shade is secured. If too deep, add gaso- 
line. Test it by dipping in a piece of cloth. 
Garments that would be ruined with the old- 
fashioned dyes can be made to look like new 
with this process. In coloring plumes hold 
them by “stems” and keep moving them 
in the dye till they are thoroughly and even- 
ly coyered. Then shake them in the air 
till gasoline dries and the feather becomes 
fluffy again. Lemon juice removes all stains 
of the paint from the hands.

Clothes for the Boarding School. ' 


Simplicity should characterize the clothes 
designed for girls who are still in school. 


There is a quaintness, picturesqueness, and . 


simplicity about many of the styles of to- 


Cay which pre especially well adapted to _ 


the needs of young women who go away to 
school, or for those who stay at home, for 
that matter. 

There are. of course, many hundreds of 
young women who go away to school who 
never do any of their own sewing, nor do 
their mothers, either, do more than decide 
as to the clothes they need. Then on the 
other hand there are a great many who, with 
their mother’s help, do practically all of 
their sewing. If this were not done the 
money set aside for these yearg at school 
would not be sufficient. 

Nearly all girls, no matter how they do at 
home, lay aside everything not sultable, 
which means that nothing elaborate either in 
lingerie or outside dressing will be taken 
with them to school.

This foundation has a raised waistline, 
and there is a four piece over skirt. This 
is cut with a seam in the middle of the

middie of the back. The lower edge is shaped 
with a point both in the middle front an4 
back, and on ‘the sides, the line curves up- 
ward. The edge of the tunic is finished the 
same as the bottom of the pilaits. On the 
pretty blouse part the side fronts and backs 
and short sleeves are in one piece, the edges 
towards the middie going in a straight line 
from the waist line in the front to the waist 
line in the back. 

Over these pieces in the front there is a 
bib shaped piece, finishing in the middle in 
a point about at the bust line. This bib 
slopes Gown at the under arms nearly to 
the raised waist line. Al) edges are finished 
with trimming bands matching those on the 
skirt. This includes bands on the plain, short 
sleevea. There is a chemisette and plain 
standing collar attached, of fine tucked net, 
and a little cravat bow, with a tassel on 
each end, is fastened to the bottom of the 
collar in the front. , 

For the dancing dress a flowered organdie, 
or a dotted one, would make up prettily in 
a six gored skirt, the front gore extending 
in a panel to the little Dutch neck line. 
Valenciennes or Cluny insertion outlines the 
front panel, and the deep hem at the bottom 
ig set on with a band of the same insertion, 
crossing over the pane! insertion and entirely 
circling the skirt.

The peasant blouse has three smal! tucks 
on each shoulder stopping at a yoke depth. 
Insertion is set on the blouse, apparently 
being a continuation of the lines outlining 
the panel. The insertign continues down to 
the waist line in the back. The lower edge 
of the short sleeves is finished with a band 
of the lace, and a strip of the insertion set 
on to a strip of the materia! makes the waist 
band. The cloth is cut-away under the in- 
sertion, leaving a narrow binding on each 
edge. The belt finishes in a point each side 
of the front panel, the points just crossing 
the long lines of insertion. The dress opens 
invisibly down the back. 

The school dresses, especially if they are 
wash ones, must be simply made, and there 

have been recently several unusually attract- 
ive designs which will be just the right 
thing. 

One has a five gored ‘art having a seam 
down the middle of the front. There is an 
inverted plait at each seam which makes it 
gracefully full about the feet and in no way 
interferees with the easy ironing of it. These 
plaits in cutting are wider on one side of 
the seam than the other. In this way the 
seam of the plait comes at the inside fold 0% 
the plait on ome side of the skirt seam. In

this way of cutting no seam shows when 
the plait opens out in walkindg. 

The dress opens in the front and the skirt, 
from the top of the inverted plait there, 
slants off diagonally on the upper side of 
the seam—the right front gore—and then 
takes a straight line to the waist line, mak- 
ing the opening come on a straight line a 
little to the left of the middle. The per- 
fectly plain peasant blouse opens to the left 
of the front, to be on a line with the skirt 
opening, and, after three inches up from the 
waist line have been reached, the right front 
slopes in a curved line back to the middle 
front line, where & fastens at the neck. A 
narrow, plain belt of the dress materia! joins 
the two parts, and a flat, round lingerie col- 
lar and cuffs give the necessary finish.

Another pretty dress can be made of one 
of the beautiful plaid ginghams having a 
six gored skirt with a plait let in at each 
side of the fromt gore. Around the bottom 
is a band in some plain color, matching the 
most prominent color in the plaid. The 
blouse is cut from a one piece pattern agd 
trimmed with the plain bands, which outline 
the waist, sleeves edges and round neck, 
Down each side of the front are sma! but- 
tons set in simulated buttonholes made of the 
plain cloth. 

Another pretty design suftable for woolen 
or sash materials has a six gored skirt, with 
the front one making a full length panel. 
The blouse part is cut plain, and while the 
sleeves are cut separately, they are set into 
a lengthened shoulder line without any full- 
ness, so tirat the effect is that of a peasant 
sleeve. The opening at the neck isina“ Vv” 
in the front. A sailor collar having the ends 
square across the front is made of all over 
embroidery, finished on the edge by beiftg 
set into a narrow band of some color. For 
instance, if the material shows a polka dot 
in some color contrasting from the ground 
color, the band matches the dot fm color. 

Around the sleeve edges is a little turned 
up cuff, the lower part being of the em- 
broidery and the upper part a band of the 
plain material. The belt and sailor knot are 
also of the plain material. There is a sapar- 
ate guimpe and standing collar of the em- 
broidery, finished at thé top of the collar 
by a narrow band of the plain. 

The colored petticoats would be tty, one 
made of pink and the other of blue C!@ mbray. 
These can have ruffies of the material, with 
one strip of insertion and a lace edge on the 
bottom. The all linen lace, which can be 
bought for 5 or 7 cents a yard, is both pretty 
and serviceable.

Every woman who is wise selects a hat ac- 
cording to the contour of her head and the 
type of her features. A dashing woman in 
babyish hats is deplorable, the babyish 
woman in tailored, rigid effects ils pathetic, 
the grenadier woman in picturesque and 
sentimental] styles is worst of all. Color is 
not half so important as type in the selection 
of hats and coiffures. . 

A woman with small features—that Is, 
small nose and short chin—end who hag plen- 
ty of fiuffy hair, can wear almost any style 
of headgear. It is the woman with large, 
strong features who must deliberate care- 
fully before spending her money. 

Nowadays no one wears the hair piled on 
top of the head, no matter how much one 
wishes to add to one’s inches.

If the natural hair is long 
enough the ends are twisted into a great 
loose knot—not those terrible cinnamon bun 
effecta thet have been so commonly worn. 
during the summer. This knot is placed just 
under the crowa of the head. Around thig is 
a long extra braid, which filis out the contour 
and makes the low knot of hair look as if it 
were very rich and luxuriant. The low colf- 
fure should always be arranged just a little 
higher than one wishes it to be. for the weight 
of the hair itself and the added weight of the 
hat inevitably will drag it down. With these 
low hairdressings in the evening are worn 
broad flat filets of gauze, thickly sewed with 
rhdjnestones or imitation jewels, or narrow 
ribbon filet with rosettes or choux back of the 
ears. 

The line of the neck must also be consid- 
ered with the new hats. Don't wear a big 
brooch under your chin if you are inclined to 
have a double chin. When aiming at a long, 
slim neck do not forget the value of neck 
trimming. A slender strip of velvet was worn 
in the old fashioned days, and itis as effective 
now as it was then. The strip of neck velvet 
should be either black or the color of the 
eyes.

The professional gardener and the dealer 
in nursery stocks genefaliy has precise ways 
of deing things not known to the outsider. 
They don't-always scatter broadcast the 
ittle secrets gleaned from their long inti- 
macy with Mother Earth, unless, perhaps, 
they assimilate them into book form, which 
they advertise at $1 or §2. To the amateur 
home gardener, who sometimes wants to 
get next to waye and methods on the spur 
of the moment, many of these gardening 
manuals are nothing but a méss of vérbiage. 

Here are a few simple and helpful facts 
and a little old fashioned information on gar- 
dening which may not come amiss at the 
present season of seed harvesting: 

Alwaye the choicest kind of fiower and 
vegetable must be reserved for the seeds if 
you aim for a record breaking crop the next 
year. 

When your kitchen garden is a wild het- 
erogeneity of flowers, vegetables, and vines 
growing indiscriminately together it ts better 
not to waste your time and energy in gather- 
ing seeds.

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GAT strangest and abiest of European 
monarchs, the German emperor, has“given 
the “high world” of the various trans- 
atiantic capitals another subject for talk 
and tempests of temper. That irrepressi- 
ble interloper in the world's affairs, eter- 
nally upsetting our smug notions of our- 
selves and our well. oiled conventions, is 
at it again, this time with the unroyai declaration that 
love and not precedent shall -rule the future of his only 
daughter. 

In a recent statement to friends, the emperor said 
with that terseness and lack of ambiguity which char- 
acterizes his utterances: 

“She shall marry whom she loves and be happy. I 
shall not play politics with my only daughter. The royal 
precedent shall have no bearing on her marriage.” 

There can be no questioning of the effect of such 
sentiments on the staid royal pose of European high 
circles. The greatest catch in Europe, the capital prize 
in the world’s royal matrimonial lottery, to be sacrificed 
to so common a thing as love! 

However diplomacy may regard the emperor's declara- 
tions, there can be no doubt of his sincerity. The whole 
record of his children’s marriages is unsullied of any 
match whose formation may be traced to a desire to 
conciliate hostile royal lines or to form advantageous 
ailiances. His children have not married beneath them 
(in the sense of allying themselves with other than 
royal women); neither have they made matches’ in any 
preconsidered sense of a political nature. Perhaps even 
better to illustrate this disposition to marry for hap- 
piness, not for the state, is the story of the kaiser-to-be 
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wooing his empress-to-be. ! "

Frequent Rumors of Engagement Prove False. 


It must be a matter of some pride to Germany's 
people to feel that their princes and princesses are above 
political marriages, and’ an example of some worth, to 
these millions of subjects. 

The daughter in whose future happiness the busy 
and careladen German emperor manifests such concern 
is just completing her 19th year. She is the possessor 
of her own palace, Rheinsberg, the gift of her father 
on‘her 7th*birth anniversary, is an excellent housewife, 
and an accomplished needlewoman, versed in all the arts 
of fhe home. In other words, Victoria Louise is an 
“echte Deutsche prinzessin” (real German princess). 
Az such she is popular with the people, the kind of girl 
her extremely domestic mother would hope to rear, and, 
at the same time, the sort of princess who can afford to 
choose a iisband without regard to wealth or’ position. 

Rumors of the young woman's engagement have been 
frequent for several years. At one’ time it was whis- 


pered that the emperor might permit her marriage to 
young Manuel of Portugal. There were several ob- 
stacles in the way of this match. First, the German 
prejudice against marrying the elect of the blood among 
the Latin nations; second, the difference of religion, 
Emperor William being the great Protestant monarch 
of continental Europe and Manuel the son of one of the 
most active of Roman Catholic royal families; and, 
third, the rumored galavanting of the Portuguese mon- 
arch. The Gaby Deslys affair and the overthrow of 
Manuel’s throne put all talk of this kind to rest. 

There has likewise been repeated rumor of an en- 
gagement of the Princess Louise and’ Grand Duke 
Charles Francis of Austria, nephew of the heir apparent, 
and in some eyes the logical successor of Francis*Ferdi- 
nand, who will mount the Hapsburg throne on the 
demise of Eniperor Francis Joseph. The hopes of Grand 
Duke Charles ‘for the Austrian throne are based, by 
peculiar coincidence, on another of these royal love 
matches. The present heir, Francis Ferdinand, married 
for love the Countess Chotek, an Hungarian noble- 
woman of inferior rank, who may not sit the Austrian 
throne as empress and whose children are likewise 
barred from the imperial throne. The countess has been 
repeatedly raised in rank, being first made Princess 
Hohenberg, next a serene highness, and finally, in recent 
years, a duchess and imperial highness.

Dashing “ Fritz Strelitz ” Said to Be Favored. 


In the event that the sons of this match are really 
barred from the throne Charles Francis ‘will fall heir 


to it. The reasons for opposing this match are ise 
religious. The Hapsburg rulers sitting on the throne of 


the holy Roman empire are strict Roman Catholics, and . 


the foremost monarchs of that faith. It would be. highly 
improbable that the German emperor would. consent to 
the conversion of his daughter, while, on the , other 
hand, the present Austrian law démands that: the. faith 
of the emperor be Roman Catholic, An empress of any 
other faith, even though she might not Influence the re- 
ligious inclinations of her husband, would certainly be 


highly unpopular with Austrian*high society and would 
expose herself toa constant friction bound to result in 
unhappiness. Duke Charles, since his claim to the 
Austrian throne is rather negative and dependent on a 
number of contingencies, would only further prejudice 
his chance of succession by such a marriage. 

The other aspirant whose name has been linked with 
that of the princess is the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, a dashing but impecunious. young sprig of 
royalty who is much in favor at the kaiser’s court, a fre- 
quent visitor in Berlin and Potsdam, and immensely 
popular among the Germans. He wears the affectionate 
name of “ Fritz Strelitz,” and it 4s generally “hinted that 
the has the approval of the emperor. Whether the 
kaiser’s latest declaration on the subject hints of “ Fritz 
Strelitz” is a matter for opinion. .More likely it is 
simply a frank statement of the fact that the “ little 
princess” is to have her own way. . 

It is certain that the empress’ daughter is the kind 
of royal woman who can afford a poor husband such 
as the Mecklenburger aspirant for her hand. Her tastes 
are simple, inclinirg to athletics, She enjoys the rough 
sports of her big brothers, is &@ horséwoman, tennis 
player, yachtswoman, and ocarswoman. She cares Httle, 
for literature or for the arts, but she if an excellent 
cook, manager of a household, and family woman. 7e 
story is told that upon a Christmas morning hall a 


‘idozen years ago when the family drawing room in the 


‘Berlin palace was cluttered with costly gifts for the 
princess, she disregarded everything else and made for 
@ little clothes wringer and child’s washing machine 
which the empress had provided as a test of her daugh- 
ter’s domestic tastes. 

This devotion to the home and family is deemed the 
greatest of feminine virtues in Germany, as befitting a 
princess as a peasant. The emperor himself has outlined 
the: sphere of woman as the four Ks—“kinder, kirche, 
leider, and ktiche”—children, . church, _ clothing, and 
cookery. Thus‘ the princess and her tastes are regarded 
as quite ideal. Her democracy, her eupept : ~0o0d spirits, 
her absence of pose or extravagance make her at once 
the popular idol and the great European catch. 

And she is to marry “ whom she loves and be happy.”

Deadly Work of Ceramic Artists. 


The lyrics of Anacreon describe Cupid as a young 
child with wings, a bow and a quiver. 
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ceramic artists, the vase makers, who put Cupid hope 
lessiy into the infant class. The vase makers and 
china painters of that day were as numerous, it seems, 
as now. A vase in the museum at Athens shows Cupid 
flying between a pair of lovers and playing upon the 
double flute. 

As time went on Cupid in the hands of the ceramie 
artists became smaller and fatter, the china painters 
evidently trying to make him fit fnto the bottom of 
saucers and other round environments. One Cupid wat 
not enough and it soon became the practice to dab 
Cupids all over the scene, like brass buttons on a dress 
uniform. The Tanagra terra cottas in the Louvre pal 
ticularly delight to give Cupid a cherubic mold, and 
so deadly was the work of these sculptors, pottery 
makers, and painters that the tall, rangy son of Aphro- 
dite has never been able to grow up again. 

The American public of today would not be particu- 
larly concerned as to what saape and form had over- 
taken the god of love were it not for the scandalous line 
of work he is turning out. According to the book, Cupid 
“evolved order and harmony out of chaos.” This may 
be true, but if it is it shows that Cupid has changed 
wonderfully in the last 6,000 years. The book of 5,000 
years hence will read “Cupid evolved chaos out of order 
and harmony.” 


Cupid, or Eros, is first mentioned by the poet Hesiod. 


He is not mentioned in Homer, wag probably had trou- 
bles of his own without taking Cupid in. In his orig- 
inal strength neither god nor man could withstand 
Cupid’s power. His one and only record for bringing 
about peace and order came as a result of pairing off 
the gods and goddesses. He has continued to exercise 
his power, but has lost the judgment that went with 
his maturity and has become irresponsibly erratic and 
malicious.

Small things, in truth; yet know 
you not, O reader, that when Tony’s remarkable mus- 
tache is placed in immediate proximity to Minnie’s 
miraculous lips poverty, weariness, sorrow, and all 
things must vanish even as dew before the summer 
sun? Indeed, except for this notorious fact, what would 
we do for future generations? 

In the American city love must not only be per- 
manently blind but a linguist of no mean ability as 
well. Hence it is fortunate that love speaks all lan- 
guages and several dialects. For instance, there are 
almost as many Germans in Chicago as in Berlin, as 
many Swedes as in Copenhagen, as many Russians 
as in Moscow, as many Poles as in Warsaw, as many 
Italians as in Rome.

Stenographer Slights Her Many Chances. 


Stenographers, with their good salaries, and thelr 
opportunities for meeting men, might be supposed to 
marry in larger numbers than any other class of girls, 
Strange as it may appear, they seem less inclined to 
marriage than most young women, Some say that it 
is because they see too much of men. They have op- 
portunities for intimacy with the men who employ 
them, but this close association with them seems to 
cure the girls of their taste for masculine society. To 
hear a stenographer’s explanation of the situation 
ought to eliminate a little of the conceit from some of 
the eligible young men who are wondering what girls 
are going to be lucky enough to get them, 

“The stenographer has an opportunity for seeing 
the men as they are during week days. The week 
day man and the Sunday man are two different prop- 
ositions, as all stenographers find out. And it is the 
opinion of many of them that life with the average 
week day man would be unbearable. On Sunday night 
the week day man is not a bad sort of creature, He 
usually has a box of candy under his arm or two 
theater tickets in his pocket. His voice is soft and 
low, and never, to hear him tell it, did he ever love 
anybody but Annabel herself. Annabel listens to this 
sort of talk and then concludes that she is the luckiest 
of girls, At midnight, when the Sunday night man 
takes his leave, Annabel hangs on to his coat lapel as 
he stands in the hall and dreads to think of the whole 


week that must pass before she sees him again. 
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“On Monday and the five days following the Sun- 
day night man undergoes @ change. He is then the 
business man, That is his time to lle and cheat and 
compromise with his conscience.

The story of the bindery girls and the glovemakers 
and their, spinsterhood is the story of the ever growing 
independence of women. Their salaries are high 
enough for them to live on comfortably. The salaries 
of the men of their acquaintance are not high enough 
for two to live on comfortably. They prefer living 
comfortably and alone to giving up what they are used 
to with only the solace of masculine society to make 
up for it. 

The girls in the department stores have no such in- 
eentive for remaining single; likewise they have 
scarcely more opportunities for meeting men than 
school teachers. Men flee from the stores devoted te 
the needs of women as they would from: something 
contagious. ‘Except for the fact that these girls come 
downtown every day, they have few advantages over 
the teacher for “landing” a man. Still, they marry 
and they marry young. Many of them marry men in 
the same stores with themselves, and few of them 
are later divorced. Only 6 per cent of those who 
marry and leave their occupations return to them 
because of an unfortunate marriage. 

One class of girls who have excellent chances for 
getting good husbands are the trained nurses, and 
they avail themselves of it. When a man is laid up 
from sickness his whole world, of course, revolves 
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around the young woman who waits on him. The 
home instinct is strong in all men, and when they are 
rendered helpless through pain and bandages they 
think of the young woman who ministers to them in 
the same spirit in which they think of home and 
mo6ther.
